1940 — The More Important Activities 


The membership drive terminated with reassuring results. Particu- 
larly heartening was the organization of a new group, Chapter 73, in 
Lowell, Mass., the reorganization of Chapter 15 in Brockton, Mass., and 
the formation of a junior group by Chapter 20 in Chicago, Ill. The mem- 
bership drive netted a total of 179 new members. 

June 15, 1940 became a never-to-be forgotten day in Lithuanian history. 
On that day, the militant forces of Soviet Russia serged into Lithuania 
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and occupied the land, Saddened by this tremendous onslaught and fear- 
ful for the safety of families and friends, with heavy hearts the members 
continued their activities, determined to aid, in every way possible, the 
country of their birth and of their forefathers. 

A gond farewell was bid Dr. Anthony Rakauskas, Supreme Medical 
Examiner for the organization since 1937. In July, Dr. Rakauskas entered 
the Marian Fathers novitiate to prepare for the priesthood. 

A heart attack augmented by pneumonia claimed the life of Rev. Je- 
rome Vaičiūnas on November 12, 1940. Father Vaičiūnas, pastor of St. 
Anthony’s parish in Cicero, Ill., had served as Supreme Spiritual Director 
for the organization. He was instrumental in organizing the Alliance and 
was one of its staunchest friends and supporters.
